The President outlined a broad 


legislative program he will pro 
pose to Congress next week. He 
said it will be based on the 
proposition "that race has no 
Place in American life or law.' 


A great change is at hand, he 


said, and "our task, our obliga 
tion, is to make that revolution, 
that change, peaceful and con- 
structive for all." 


Kennedy appeared Tuesday eve- 


ning on radio and television in 
a fireside civil rights lecture to 
Americans of both North 
and 


South only hours after Alabama 
Gov., Gorge C. Wallace bowed to 
federal 
pressure 
and 
stepped 


aside to let two Negro students 
register at the previously all- 
white University of Alabama 


"I hope that every American, 


regardless of where he lives, will 
stop and examine his conscience! 
about this and other related inci- 
dents," said Kennedy. 


"When Americans are sent to 


Viet Nam or West Berlin, we do 
not ask for whites only," he said. 
"It ought to be possible, there- 
fore, for American students of 
any color to attend any public 
institution they select without hav- 
ing to be backed up by troops." 


"In short," Kennedy 
added, 


"every American ought to have 
the right to be treated as he 
would wish to be treated, as one 
would' wish his children to be 
treated. But this is not the case." 


Kennedy, declaring that Amer- 


ica faces "a moral crisis as a 
country and as a people," said 
he will ask Congress to make a 
civil rights commitment "it has 
not fully made in this century."

1. Prohibit stores, hotels, res-

Greek Crisis 
Over Visit 
to Britian

ATHENS, Greece (AP)—A gov- 


ernmcnl crisis gripped Greece to- 
day as a result of King Paul's 
insistence that he and Queen Frcd- 
erika make a scheduled state visit 
to Britain next month. 


Premier Constantino Caraman- 


lis resigned' Tuesday because the 
king rejected his advice to post- 
pone or call off the trip. Car- 
amanlis feared a repetition of 
the leftist demonstrations which 
plagued the queen during a pri- 
vate visit to London in April. 


The 
king now must 
decide 


whether to name a new govern- 
ment or to dissolve Parliament 
and call a national election with- 
in 45 clays. 


A new government could only- 


come from Caramanlis' National 
Radical Union party, which has 
a 60-seat majority in Parliment. 
The party's high command advo- 
cated new elections, .with the king 
naming a caretaker Cabinet to su- 
pervise the voting. 


The 57-year-old premier 
had 


headed the government since 1955, 
a record for Greece,, and his par- 
tyi won national elections in 1956, 
195H and 1961. The king said he 
accepted Caramanlis' resignation 
with "great regret." 


But King Paul said that rcfus- 


ng the invitation from Queen 
Elizabeth I after it had been ac- 
cepted might be "a blow to the 
friendship and mutual confidence 
vhich exists within the NATO al- 
.iance."

An uneasy calm hung over the 


city in the forenoon hours. 


; A total of 74 persons have been 
arrested. Police/ said more charg- 
es are pending against parents 
for neglect and contributing to the 
delinquency of minors. Many of 
the marchers have been young 
Negro children. City schools have 
been closed. 


The Rev. A. I. Dunpal, one of 


three Negro leaders charged last 
week with inciting to riot in con- 
nection with the demonstrations, 
said some of Monday night's dem- 
onstrators were "beaten unmerci- 
fully." He added: 


"The police came in with their

CARACAS, -Venezuela 
(AP)— 


Still battling diehard Castro-Com- 
munists, Venezuela is hurtling to- 
ward an historic and probably vi- 
olent election for the successor to 
President Romulo Betancourt. 


Four

campaigning at full tilt and a fifth 
will appear next month—the long- 
awaited choice of 
Betancourt's 


own big 
worker-peasant 
party 


Democratic Action. 


No matter who wins the mere 


election itself would be a victory 
for democracy in this oil-wealthy 
but underdeveloped country, 


Betancourt has been under at- 


tack by Communists—as well as 
right-wing ploters—since shortly 
after he took office in 1959 and 
refused to let Communists take 
part in his coalition government. 


It was hardly a surprise to 


any Venezuelan a week ago when 
a special commission of the Or- 
ganization 
of American States 


said Fidel Castro's Cuba has pi 
Venezuela as its principal target. 


Betancourt 
appears 
to 
have 


gathered locaj support gradually 
as he has taken his own steps 
against Communists in answer to 
terrorism, oil installation sabo- 
tage, and two full-scale revolts 
last year. 


He has suspended the Commu- 


nists as a party and banned them 
from the presidential andi congres- 
sional elections, tentatively set for 
November. He has asked the Su- 
preme! Court tto outlaw the party 
entirely. 


Apparently weary of temporari- 


ly suspending constitutional guar- 
antees to gain extra police powers, 
Betancourt last week asked Con- 
gress to pass an emergency law 
providing the first stiff sentences 
for terrorists who shoot police- 
men and burn down factories.
